It is feared that the barque Gowanburn, 
owned by Messrs. Shankland, of Greenock, which was on | 
a passage from New South Wales to San Francisco, has 
foundered, and the steamer Waitara has been sent out to | 
search for any further signs that might be about of a 
wreck along the coast.
